Panhellenic  Trends 

Ten  year  overall  statistics  (1961-71)  show  an 
increase  of  480.842  members  (48.5%)  .  .  .  net 
increase  of  399  collegiate  chapters  ( 12.6% )  . . . 
net  increase  of  838  alumnae  chapters  (17.9%) 
.  .  .  more  schools  showing  increase  in  women 
going  through  formal  rush  .  .  .  increase  in  per¬ 
centage  pledged  during  formal  rush  . .  .  increase 
in  number  of  women  pledged  in  open  rush  .  .  . 
return  to  informal  Panhellenic  summer  contacts. 

General  Trends 

A  tremendous  strengthening  of  Theta  col¬ 
legiate-alumnae  ties  .  .  .  alumnae  chapters  in 
non-college  cities  “adopting”  college  chapters 
and  establishing  scholarship  and  educational 
funds  for  their  use  .  .  .  undergraduate  members 
inviting  local  alumnae  to  informal  get-togethers 
and  alumnae  members  participating  in  Auntie 
Marne  programs  .  .  .  more  young  alumnae  serv¬ 
ing  as  district  officers  and  on  Advisory  and 
House  Corporation  Boards. 

Campus  activities  taking  a  back  seat  to  com¬ 
munity  involvement  .  .  .  some  undergraduates 
serving  on  administrative  committees  and  study 
groups  .  .  .  approximately  50%  of  our  col- 
legiates  contributing  to  the  cost  of  their  educa¬ 
tion  and  fraternity  membership,  many  holding 
jobs  while  attending  school . .  .  number  of  finan¬ 
cially  delinquent  members  and  total  amounts 
owed  decreasing  .  .  .  number  of  students  trans¬ 
ferring  to  other  schools  after  two  years  having 
an  adverse  effect  on  chapter  finances  and  op¬ 
eration  .  .  .  many  colleges  changing  to  a  se¬ 
mester  ending  before  Christmas  ...  the  lure  of 
apartment  living  diminishing  but  remains  the 
greatest  threat  to  chapter  financial  stability 
and  continuing  Theta  ownership  of  chapter 
houses. 

A  reviving  interest  in  and  appreciation  of  fra¬ 
ternity  ritual  .  .  .  greater  emphasis  being  placed 


on  correct  execution  of  ritual  by  college  chap¬ 
ters. 

Scholarship  achievement  increasingly  difficult 
to  define  or  evaluate  as  number  of  pass/ fail 
and  credit/ no  credit  courses  increase  .  .  .  recent 
surveys  show  that  about  two-thirds  of  the  na¬ 
tion’s  colleges  are  using  some  form  of  pass/ fail 
grading  ...  92%  of  the  colleges  using  the  sys¬ 
tem  enter  failures  on  a  student’s  record,  but  only 
43%  include  them  in  figuring  grade-point  aver¬ 
ages. 

Alumnae  meetings  which  are  best  attended 
are  those  with  purely  fraternity  programs  en¬ 
compassing  Panhellenic  information  or  just 
Theta  news  and  those  which  are  strictly  social 


Membership  and  Housing 

Total  Membership:  88,350  initiated  members  as  of 
February  28,  1973. 

College  Membership:  95  college  chapters;  1  new 
chapter;  1  dis-established  chapter;  2,500  increase 
from  the  beginning  of  the  1971  school 
year  until  the  end  of  1972;  1,900  increase 
from  the  beginning  of  1972  until  February  28,  1973. 
Our  First  Chapter  in  South  Carolina,  Delta  Phi, 
installed  in  November  1972  at  Clemson 
University,  Clemson,  SC. 

Regretfully,  Grand  Council  accepted  the  relin¬ 
quishment  of  the  charter  of  Delta  Mu  chapter 
at  the  University  of  Rhode  Island  in  February. 

The  failure  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  to  reinstate  its  original  offer 
of  land  and  loan  guarantees  for 
housing  was  a  prime  factor  in  this  decision.

Alumnce  Contributions:  $132,980  total  given  to 
philanthropies  in  1972 — $38,249  to  Theta 
Foundation;  $72,348  to  local  philanthropies; 

$22,383  to  college  chapters  (scholarships  and 
educational  funds). 

Housing:  65  college  chapters  in  houses — 58  owned 
by  house  corporations  (4  on  university  land, 

5  owned  by  university,  1  owned  by  an  individual). 
Ten  chapters  have  lodges  (9  owned  by  house  corpo¬ 
rations,  1  owned  by  an  individual, 

5  on  university  land). 

Eighteen  chapters  with  suites  or  rooms  (16  owned 
by  university,  2  privately  owned).

MASSACHUSETTS — Greeks  cooperated  whole¬ 
heartedly  preparing  three  days  of  LOGIC — Leadership 
Opportunity  for  Greek  Interaction  and  Coordination — 
a  convention  of  Greeks,  college  administrators,  na¬ 
tional  officers  of  fraternities  and  sororities  from  New 
England,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  Dela¬ 
ware,  Maryland  and  Washington  D.C. 

The  University  of  Massachusetts  Greek  Council,  the 
central  organ  of  the  University’s  fraternities  and  sorori¬ 
ties  and  host  of  the  April  6-8,  1973  leadership  opportu¬ 
nity,  planned  interaction  workshops  on  25  topics. 
These  centered  around  relevant  issues  to  Greeks  and 
today’s  society:  rush  on  different  types  of  campuses, 


Panhellenics,  IFC’s,  coed  fraternities,  Greek  Weeks, 
racism  and  sexism. — Joyce  Kacoyanis. 

McGILL — Women’s  fraternities  here  are  involved  in 
an  uphill  struggle  for  survival.  Until  this  year  Panhel¬ 
lenic  existed  on  our  campus  in  name  only.  Then  in 
September  1972  alumnae  organized  a  Panhellenic  Work¬ 
shop  to  which  all  Greek  women  were  invited.  The  con¬ 
sequences  of  this  were  tremendous.  We  all  worked 
closely  to  formulate  definitive  plans  for  rush.  This  set  a 
precedent  for  more  social  interaction  including  ex¬ 
change  dinners  and  a  Panhellenic  formal.  We  even  es¬ 
tablished  strong  Panhellenic  intramural  teams,  once 
again  acting  with  one  another,  not  against  one  another. 
McGill  Panhellenic  has  finally  realized  that  the  strength 
of  the  individual  fraternities  lies  in  the  strength  of  the 
Greek  system — and  they’ve  done  something  about  it! —

MICHIGAN — Recent  troubles  for  the  Greek  system  at 
the  University  of  Michigan  prompted  the  Panhellenic 
Council  to  reevaluate  its  position  on  campus.  As  a  re¬ 
sult,  the  Panhellenic  decided  to  reorganize  in  order  to 
make  the  council  a  more  viable  force  in  University  life.

IN  GENERAL:  Rush  registration  lists  are  often  issued  late,  if  at  all,  and  therefore  interested  girls  may  not  be  known 
to  college  chapters.  Alumna  help  is  urgently  needed  in  order  for  our  chapters  to  maintain  their  high  caliber  of 
membership.

•  Rush  Recommendation  Boards  listed  by  state  with  the  Theta  State  Chairman  given  for  each  state. 

•  College  chapter  Rush  Chairmen  and  Rush  Advisers. 

Alumna: 

•  Write  recommendations  on  authorized  white  rush  forms  (or  on  printed  form,  p.  9,  with  letter  attached). 

•  Send  to  Rush  Recommendation  Board  serving  the  area  in  which  the  rushee  lives. 

•  Send  in  time  for  processing  by  Rush  Board  so  the  college  chapter  will  receive  them  before  rush. 

•  If  there  is  no  Rush  Board  in  that  area,  send  completed  form  to  the  college  chapter  Rush  Chairman. 

•  Your  voluntary  recommendations  are  the  most  valuable  and  are  most  useful  if  received  in  advance  of  rush. 

•  All  recommendations  should  be  submitted  to  college  chapters  as  soon  as  possible: 

no  later  than  August  1  for  chapters  with  fall  rush 
no  later  than  Sept.  15  for  chapters  with  deferred  rush 

College  Chapters: 

•  Green  sheets  from  Rush  Boards  must  be  accompanied  by  a  completed  white  rush  form. 

•  Recommendations  from  Authorized  Rush  Representatives  are  on  the  white  forms  and  do  not  require  green  sheets, 
as  the  pink  slip  which  may  be  attached  indicates. 

•  All  white  rush  forms  from  alumnae  for  girls  who  do  not  live  in  a  Rush  Board  area  are  legal,  with  Rush  Adviser  s 
approval. 

•  Please  remember  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  recommendations. 

•  If  you  must  solicit  a  recommendation  for  a  rushee: 

•  Direct  the  request  to  the  person  listed  for  her  town  or  area  in  the  Rush  Directory  or  in  the  list  of  Authorized 
Rush  Representatives  the  chapter  has  received  from  Central  Office. 

•  If  there  is  no  one  listed,  request  names  of  alumnae  in  the  area  from  the  State  or  Province  Chrm. 

•  If  you  receive  no  reply  from  alumnae  in  a  reasonable  length  of  time,  contact  the  Alumnae  District  President 
through  your  Rush  Adviser. 

COMPLETE  COOPERATION  among  individual  alumna,  Rush  Boards  and  college  chapters  is  essential  to  guarantee 
the  smooth  operation  of  our  recommendation  procedures.  It  is  the  privilege  of  alumna  to  sponsor  qualified  rushees; 
it  is  the  privilege  of  college  chapters  to  select  from  those  recommended  to  them.

In  line  with  Board  Presi¬ 
dent  JoAnn  Thompson’s  goal  “to  simplify  and 
strengthen  the  Foundation,”  the  Board  re¬ 
organized  itself  into  four  major  committees. 
Some  of  the  responsibilities  assigned  to  these 
committees  include  the  following: 

1.  Administrative.  Chaired  by  secretary  Frances 
Landrum  Holman,  this  committee  will  handle 
all  office  and  accounting  matters,  working  di¬ 
rectly  with  the  new  Foundation  Office  Director, 
Dee  Vaaler. 

2.  Finance.  This  committee,  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Treasurer  Opal  Marshall  McCelvey, 
will  formulate  the  budget  and  supervise  invest¬ 
ments. 


3.  Development.  Chaired  by  Barbara  Graham 
Wells,  this  committee  will  operate  in  the  areas 
of  planning,  fund-raising  and  public  relations. 
The  LINK  liaisons  will  work  in  this  area  (see 
article  on  next  page). 

4.  Projects.  Under  the  chairmanship  of  Nancy 
Dodge  Koch,  this  committee  will  handle  cur¬ 
rent  project  coordination  and  evaluation  as 
well  as  institute  a  search  for  new  projects  in 
the  area  of  handicapped  children,  education  or 
the  environment.  A  group  of  Projects  Advisors 
will  be  appointed  to  work  in  this  area  to  identify 
projects  that  can  be  implemented  at  both  a 
national  and  local  level  using  volunteer  time 
as  well  as  money. 

In  discussing  fund-raising  directions,  the  trus¬ 
tees  decided  to  consider  a  large,  national  fund¬ 
raising  drive.  Memorials  and  bequests  will  be 
given  higher  priority  as  prime  sources  of  funds.
